need no more to ſay , you know not what” to pray for, 
for here is a Treaſure digged up in your own Ground, if 
indeed, you make this: little Catechiſm your own. Now 
labour with your own Hearts, and in this ſmall Treatiſe; 
and the Lord, by his own Spirit , teach you how to 
pray. I perceive thele Prayers to grow to ſuch a length, 
rhatI fear, ſome will be diſcouraged from the length,and 
ſeeming tedionſneſs of all this, iterefore receive theft 
few Counſels and Direttions. 

SECT. 2; 1. You may uſe this as 2 formof Prayer,or 
only as a Copy,or Pattern,if you be fo well skilled and jri- 
ftruted , as tobe able to improve your Knowledge in 
theſe Principles of Religion, to this Duty of Prayer. But 
thoſe who cannot-attain to that Liberty and Boldneſs,may 
uſe ſo much of the Prayer every Day, as is not proper 
to ſome ſpecial Occaſions 5 as that for rhe Lord's Day, * 
and that before the Sacrament, and that before Hearing 
of the Word; and leaving theſe out of the ordinary 
Courſe, to their proper Seaſons, tii reft may be drawn 
togerher, to ſerve either for Morning, or Evening, or 
any other convenient time.
